I have known Frank F. Merriam for something like 


twenty years, and he still puzzles me, more so in these 
latter years than in the past. 


Governor Merriam has been in public life in California 


virtually ever since he came here, and each time he has 
run for office the opposition, for some unexplainable rea- 
son, has always been confident of beating him, and has 
never accomplished it. 


The governor is not now, nor has he been in the past, 


a brilliant figure. In his earlier years, when politicians 
were picking somebody for their vote-getting ability, they 
were at first not inclined to rate Frank Merriam highly, 
but he has always been just about the best vote-getter in 
California public life. It is probably because of his homely 
method, reminiscent of the midwest prairies, his solid ap- 
proach to problems, and disinclination to be stampeded: 


At the West Covina meeting of the Associated Cham- 


bers of Commerce last Saturday night, the governor, as 
principal speaker, was forthright and filled with his con- 
victions, and his words carried assurance that he knew 
his subject. A man seventy, yet easily one of the most 
vigorous men in that room that night, both mentally and 
physically, a man with a firm handclasp and an engaging 
personality. The reader might say that I am biased be- 
cause of my friendship for him for so many years, but 
there are many who were present who will bear me out 
in this statement. 


Governor Merriam has just emerged victor over a 


peculiarly-chaotic session of the legislature, and is in a 
position where he will probably be able to complete his 
present term with the state deficit wiped out, and this in 
the face of the greatest state load for dole and unemploy- 
ment in history. Much of this will be due to returning 
prosperity, but greater revenues from increasing business 
would not do it alone. It requires the firm hand to veto. 


As assemblyman, state senator, lieutenant governor 


and governor, Frank Merriam has been the same equable 
person with a pleasing personality but with a firmness of 
character that is probably the reason why his pluralities 
and majorities seem so surprising at each election. 


California is in vastly better condition from the stand- 


point of public affairs than many states in the union, large- 
ly because of his accumulated wisdom. He does not par- 
ticularly stand in need of any enconiums or boosting by 
his friends, but he deserves them, and they should be ten- 
dered to him now to partly refute the statement that re- 
publics are always ungrateful.

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GOVERNOR MERRIAM SCORES 
STATE LEGISLATURE AT 
WEST COVINA MEETING 


Associated Chambers Guests Hear 
Chief Executive in Review of Recent 
Session—"High Jinks" Program Marks 
Close of Chamber Year 


Strong censure of the recently-adjourned California legisla- 


ture by Governor Frank F. Merriam, speaking to 200 members 
and guests of the associated chambers of commerce of the San 
Gabriel valley in session at West Covina last Saturday night, 
made at least two assemblymen squirm uneasily in their seats 
as the state's chief executive listed sins of omission and com- 
mission that left some of the state's business in a condition of 
chaos. 


Assemblyman Kepple of Whittier, 


Republican, 
and' 
Assemblyman 


Baynham, Democrat, of Pomona, 
who were present at the meeting, 
were not singled out for a scolding, 
the blame being placed by the gov- 
ernor on the assembly as a whole, 
but "the grand old man" of Califor- 
nia politics refused to pull his 
punches, and said that if these two 
men did contribute to the legislative 
mixup, then "present company was 
not excepted." 


The governor's excoriation of the 


assembly was such as might lead 
them to the altar to intone the old 
church ritual: 


"We have left undone the things 


which we ought to have done, and 
we have done those tilings which we 
ought not to have done, and there is 
no health in us." 


The governor, as usual, was in a 


very jovial mood, insofar as his con- 
tacts with the chamber guests were 
concerned, but neither jovial or 
complimentary in referring to the 
state legislature. 


Particularly was he disturbed over 


the manner in which he said the 
legislature had for political reasons 
attempted to deprive state institu- 
tions of needed improvements and 
expenses. He referred to the condi- 
tions in state hospitals and asylums 
for the'insane, where beds were so 
close together it was necessary for 
patients to climb over the foot; 
where patients were sleeping in cor- 
ridors, a crowded condition that 
every doctor had told him was in- 
tolerable and dangerous.

GOVERNOR TRIUMPHS 


With over nine hundred bills yet 


to be signed by the governor, the 
state is confronted by the fact that 
Jovernor Merriam has won signal 
victory over the legislature as to 
lis budget as presented to this ses- 
sion, and emerges with the oppor- 
tunity, not only to carry on the 
necessary functions for the next bi- 
ennium, but with a wider latitude 
than he could have expected. 


It is possible, according to State 


Controller Riley, for the state not 
only to wipe out its deficit by June

around eighteen million dollars, in 
the event that the governor does not 
approve heavy appropriations other 
than that of the Jones bill. These

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Disagreeable Thinking— 


George Bernard Shaw says that for many 


years he has forced himself to think for a 
little while about twice a week, and that this 
unusual trait has made him internationally 
famous. 


H. G. Wells has recently written a very 


clever short story, titled "The Croquet Play- 
er," satirizing the great middle-class whose 
mental effort is confined to reading the sports 
pages, solving cross-word puzzles, and turn- 
ing away from any and all political and so- 
ciological news events as "disagreeable," "dis- 
concerting." 


-The reason why all governments move in- 


evitably toward dictatorships is that for many 
centuries people had their thinking done for 
them by the small ruling group. They are not 
mentally equipped to govern. Democracies 
are a myth, because only a very few will un- 
dergo the mental torture of thinking. The 
people never rule because they refuse to 
think. 


A people that prefers the mental leader- 


ship of Ely Culbertson to that of the political 
economists must be prepared to pay heavy 
taxes for unemployment and the dole. They 
will neither help to solve the question or 
allow others to do it, so therefore, the bill 
has to be paid. 


Railroads as Buyers— 


Tremendous importance of the railroads to 


the other industries of the nation, is illus- 
trated by statistics detailing their buying 
power during 1936. 


In that year, they spent more than $534,- 


000,000 for materials and supplies, more than 
$192,000,000 for new locomotives and cars, 
and over $255,000,000 for coal and fuel oil. 
Their direct purchases thus totaled almost a 
billion dollars—$982,204,000, to be exact. 


A list of the industries that share in the 


fruits of this almost inconceivable private 
spending, would fill many a page. The rail- 
roads use about 70,000 separate commodities. 
They are among the best customers of all 
the commodity industries—textiles, metals, 
coal—as well as manufacturing industries. 
Thus, their influence on employment condi- 
tions can hardly be exaggerated. Directly, in 
normal times, they are the largest single em- 
ployer in the nation.—and indirectly, they 
provide employment for untold thousands of 
workers in the industries they patronize. 


It can be said without equivocation that 


few single factors can be more beneficial to 
the well-being of the nation than a prosper- 
ous railroad industry. They are the backbone 
of commerce—without the service they per- 
form with such amazing efficiency and celer- 
ity, business would virtually come to a stop. 
They are creators of purchasing power, in- 
come and wealth. They are tremendous tax- 
payers—notably to county and state govern- 
ments, and it has been shown that this money 
pays the overhead of a remarkably large pro- 
portion of the nation's schools. Their salu- 
tary social and economic influence is felt in 
the most remote hamlet, and in every busi- 
ness. 


In brief, the cold facts definitely show that 


prosperity for the railroads—assured and con- 
tinued, undampened by adverse legislative 
tendencies—would constitute a great advance 
toward the goal of prosperity for us all.

oranges gro\vn in California and 
Arizona will be temporarily with- 
held, according to word received 
from Washington, D. C., by the-re- 
gional office of the agricultural ad- 
justment 
administration 
in 
San 


Francisco. 


The present price situation in the 


California-Arizona orange producing 
area is relatively good, largely as a 
result of the sharply reduced sup- 
plies available for markets caused by 
the severe freeze in that area last 
January. The freeze is estimated to 
have resulted in a 40 per cent reduc- 
tion in the supply of merchantable 
oranges produced in California and 
.".rizona during the current season. 


The temporary halt in the estab- 


lishment of weekly shipping regu- 
lations does not affect provisions of 
the federal marketing agreement and 
order for California-Arizona oranges 
and 
grapefruit. 
The 
marketing 


agreement and order will continue in 
full force. 


The industry committees adminis- 


tering the marketing agreement pro- 
gram will continue to function in 
order that the regulation of out-of- 
state shipments of oranges may be 
instituted without delay whenever 
conditions may require.

Smoke Settled 
by Vibration 


Orchardists may yet find it worth 


while to hire men in the smudging 
season who are good whistlers, or 
who can play the piccolo. 


A federal laboratory experiment 


now quite well authenticated, re- 
veals that a constant, shrill sound 
injected into a tube of smoke will 
cause the particles of carbon to 
"cluster" in levels down the tube 
and to eventually fall to the bottom. 
The noise vibrations are keyed to a 
ratio of 7000, which is almost out 
of the audibility of the keenest ear. 
The experiments are being develop- 
ed by H. W. St. Clair of Minneapolis, 
and demonstrated by the United 
States bureau of mines in ridding 
smoke-stacks of accumulated car- 
bon. 


In all probability it will never be 


a method that is practical in caus- 
ing a settlement of carbon in such 
stacks as are used in orchard heat- 
ing. The intense heat draught gen- 
erated in an orchard heater preci-

having a surprisingly beneficial re- 
action in juvenile delinquency. Dur- 
ing the past year there have been 
fifteen delinquents 
at 
the 
high 


school. Ten of these problems have 
been solved by the school, the other 
five coming under the investigation 
of Chief of Police Coolman, three of 
which were settled by him without 
action, and only two were court 
cases resulting in the spending of 
two nights in jail. 


There have been twenty-four de- 


linquent 
cases in the 
grammar 


school, all of which were straighten- 
ed out by talks with the delinquents 
and by the application of supervisee 
play, it was revealed. 


GOOD COVINA RECORD 


Not one case from the Covina dis- 


trict has been brought before the 
juvenile court in Los Angeles since 
the first of the year, it was stated. 
This condition was considered so re- 
markable that juvenile court officers 
visited this area recently to inquire 
into conditions, and were warm in 
their praise of the local system. 


J. S. Reed, who was heard here 


recently in a talk before the Rotary 
club, has had much to do with the 
founding of this method of crime 
prevention in juveniles, and his 
plan, which he operates successfully 
in Los Angeles districts, is being fol- 
lowed.
